long speech which he had prepared.
This speech had been given out to the
preas, Representative Clark's speech
was not over 300 words In length, and
he left his audlence to read the re-
mainder of the address which he had
prepared.

Louls, July 7.—~The democratic
convention today adopted the reports
of the committees on rules, credentials
and permanent organization.

The session was opened at 10 o'clock
and un hour later took u recess until
,l:.'. and adjourned at 6:30 p. m. until
10 o'clogk tomorrow.

During the day several speeches were
made, chief of which was Willlam Jen-
ning Bryun's effort to overthrow the

lreport of the credentials commitiee
Juud to weat the contesting delegation
{from Illinois, The controversy was
ended by the rejection of the minority
report of the committee by a vote of
847 nays and 209 ayes. Though Mr.
Bryan's speech and his appearance on
the floor of the convention were cheer-
le«l far beyond any previous demonstra-
tlon, It made few votes. The align-
ment of delegutes proved the correct-
'ness of previous estimates of the di-
vision between those who favor the
radicals and those who are supporting
'the conservative element, which s now

| in control.

| Great Ovation to Bryan.

! The ovation given to Bryan was one
(of the greutest ever withessed at any
jof the notable events for which the
lmmense Collseum Is famed. It was
begun before the afternoon session of
 the convention had been called to or-
der and lasted for 12 minutes, with so

cluding 190 policemen, were unable to
restore order. Quiet came from con-
\fusion only after the Parkér forces
Joined in and by persistent cﬂgrt turn-
ed the tide to a great counter demon=
stration for the New Yorker, so that
the favorite candidate for the presi-
dential nomination fully reaped the
harvest of the enthusiasm sown for
Bryan,

Practically every seat was
occupled and the alsles crowdel On
the platform sat distinguished guests
in greater number than on any previous
sesslon. Thae Increased attendance was
to a great extent due to the fact that
Bryan was slated ta speak on & mat-
ter sure to engender feeling and spir-
Ited debate.

Bryan Takes Platform.

Bryan's appenarance wius the signal
for a halr-ralsing outburst. The nolse
of the demonstration increased in vol-
ume even after it seemed that the
limit of endurance must have been
reached. All other displays of en-
thusiusm were dwarfed in comparison
After the applause had continued un-
broken for more than 16 minutes, Tem-
porary Chalrman Willlams again tried
to get the attention of the delegutes,
‘bui falled.

Parker Men Cut In.

Then it was that the conservative
(forces turned to the aid of the chalr,
They started the applause for Parker,
rHi- name, on & purple banner, proved
{In a flash almost as magnetic as Bryan.
From one idol ta another the gather-
‘In‘ turned, Some of the etandards
which were marched to the Parker
rally a few minutes before had been
part of the Bryan demonstration.

Fioally, after much effort, order was
restored, and the report of the com-
mittee on credentials was read. Then
followed the debate and the defeat of
Bryan's attempt to have the minority
report adopted.

Clark Takes the Chair.

The report of the committee on per-
manent organixation was made, Mr,
Willlams named Senator J. W, Balley
of Texus and Representative Cockran
us a committee Lo escort Representative
Champ Clark to the platform to as-
sume the chulrmanship. Willlams sald
In ylelding the gavel that he was not
reluctant to part with It, and his
slghed rellef when his lubors were
over showed that he was In earnest.
Delegates and spectators alike were
tired out when the permanent chair-
man stepped forward to address them,

Clark summed the situation up and
wisely made only a few remarks, and
recognized a motlon to adjourn unti
19 o'clock tomorrow morning. The mo-
tion carrled with cheers.
